“A. committee of both 
students and parents has been 
formed to help solve the 
problems here,’’ Richard 
Brown, principal’ of Madison 
High School, said today as the 
school reopened. 

“They will meet this morning 
after we get the classes going. 
They will meet together first 
and if they want to hold 
separate meetings on the, 
problems they can.” 

Students have indicated: a 
desire to discuss racial tension 
through a new group of eight 
black and eight white students. 
Chairmen are Osbert Lomax 
and John Gorka. 

There were 10 parents at the 
school today observing the 
situation prior to the meeting. 
Fights between students last 
week had caused school to be 
dismissed shortly after 1 p.m. 
Thursday. An effort to hold 
classes Friday had to be 
abandoned as antagonism 
continued, but the school is 
operating almost normally 
today. 


“| think we have a good start 
to getting things back to a more 
normal situation this morning,” 
Superintendent of Schools John 
Palcheff commented at 8:35 
a.m, today. 

“The student and adult 
committee members are really 
interested in having a good 
school here and so are most of 
the students.” 

“We will have three extra 
nor-uniformed Madison police 
officers at the school for the 
next few days.” 

“The board will meet 
Tuesday at 6:30 p.m. to discuss 
the state’s A-160 citizen- 
involvement-in-schools __ plan. 
The high schoo! situation is not 
on the agenda, and unless 
thereare more incidents I doubt 
that the problem will be 
discussed. 

“Board members are at 
Madison High now and the 
entire board is ready to meet at 
any time the situation requires 
it.” 

Several groups of non-student 
white males were dispersed

Unrest Friday 


Racial tension at Madison 
High School, after simmerings 
for several days, came toa head 
Friday as students began 
throwing rocks, bricks and 
pieces of concrete at each other. 

Police and Madison County 
sheriff's deputies were called to 
the scene and later state 
troopers in riot gear were 
summoned. 

There were no serious in- 
juries, but several people were 
treated at St. Elizabeth Hospital 
after the incident. 

Windows in three schoo! buses 
were broken as the buses at- 
tempted to remove black 
students from the area at 9:30 
a.m. Friday. 

The windows were broken 
when white students threw 
objects at the sides of the buses. 
Some passengers were among 
those injured. 

Earlier Friday, blacks barred 
entry to MHS through the main 
gate 

Rocks and concrete were 
thrown through the air several 

/ times, during the morning, 
some pieces striking law en- 
forcement officers. 

‘A deputy sheriff was struck 
several times, once when a 
piece of concrete as large as a 
closed fist broke in half as it 
struck the back of his head. He 
was not seriously hurt. 

A Madison city policeman 
was struck on the lower back 
witha large piece of concrete as 
he closed a gate in a fence which 
separated two factions. 

Newsmen on the scene also 
were pelted. 


Trouble at the school has been 
reported each fall since 1968, 
but has not been as severe in 
recent years as it was Friday, 
authoritites said One 
policeman was overheard 
terming the disturbance “the 
annual riot.” 

The high school was closed for 
theday. Classes were to resume 
today. 

A 19-year-old boy and three 
juveniles were arrested after 
throwing rocks at school buses. 
They were taken away by 
sheriff's deputies. The older boy 
was released without charges 
and the juveniles were referred 
to the city’s juvenile officer. 

Trouble beganas the students 
arrived for school Friday, 
following incidents which led to 
early dismissal of classes 
Thursday afternoon. Groups 
lined up along ‘Farish Street, 
with white students on the west 
side of the street and black 
students on the east side near 
the school. 

Police tried tostay between 
the two groups. ‘ 

Interspersed between périods 
of relative calm were incidents 
during which the rocks and 
concrete were — thrown, 
firecrackers were exploded and 
obscenities were shouted across 
the street. 

The groups, each numbering 
about 200, moved up and down 
the street from time to time, 
always stopping across from 
one of the gates in the fence 
around the school.

State delay on college 


A delay of at least one month 
was decided upon by the Illinois 
Junior College Board on Friday 
as it considered whether to per- 
mit an election to create the 
pre Southwestern Com- 
munity College.

Attorney Leo H. Konzen, head

local school systems and the

A Volkswagen automobile 
manufacturing plant should be 
established in the Granite City 
castings plant being closed by 
General Steel Industries, U.S. 
Senator Charles H. Percy, 
Dlinois Republican, has told 
West German Chancellor Willy 
Brandt. 

Percy on Friday made public 
an exchange of letters in which 
he described an 118-acre site 
with an industrial. building 
Containing 1,700,000 square feet 
of space—located several 
blocks from a basic steel 
manufacturing plant, Granite 
City Steel Co. 

The senator said it is, “An 
excellent site and plant.” The 
Castings Division is one of two 
divisions currently being 
phased out by GSI. 

The Tri-Cities Area Chamber 
of Commerce through its 
Industrial Development 
Committee has been in active 
contact with Volkswagen since 
June. 

Percy added in his letter to 
Chancellor Brandt, “I can 
assure you of the cooperation of 
all levels of government—local, 
stateand federal—to make such 
a facility a success in that 
area.”’ 

‘The large West German auto 
firm is considering a US. plant 
because dollar devaluations 
have made foreign imports 
more expensive for Americans, 
hurting VW competitively. Its 
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former $2,000 model now costs 
$2,700 


Brandt replied that 
Volkswagen “Certainly would 
consider St. ea (care 
headquarters are in St. 
whose advantages you pointed 
aut,” if the company does 
decide to build a plant in 
America. 

Since the West German 
government owns only 16 per 
cent of the stock, such a 
decision would be up to the VW 
board of directors, the chan- 
cellor noted, 

He pointed out that a VW 
study team came tothe U.S. last 
month to evaluate the 
feasibility of opening a plant. 

‘Three days were spent on 
tours and meetings in this 
region in mid-September. A 
helicopter wasused and several 
potential sites were inspected. 

The St. Louis Commerce and 
Growth Association has been 
active in presenting data on 
regional resources, labor and 
facilities. 

It is being emphasized that 
the study is generalized at this 
point. A recommendation is to 
be made to thefirm by its study 
group before the end of the 
year. 

If VW decides to locate in the 
U.S., more detailed studies of 
possible sites will be Conducted. 

Sen. Percy said he believes 
the chances of Granite City 
being chosen are good.

Madison High unrest reviewed 
by parents and school board 


Fortytwo ‘Toncerned, angry 
parents and students attended a 
regular Madison School Board. 
meeting ‘Thursday evening 
upset over numerous incidents 
and fights at Madison High 
School and the handling of such 
matters. 

At 1:05 p.m. Thursday unrest 
had broken out and the high 
school was dismissed early 

Two students, Alicia Narvaez, 
15, and Susan Krawiecki. 16, 
were treated at St. Elizabeth 
Hospital for nose and right 
shoulder injuries, respectively. 

Board President Chester 
McManaway told the group that 
all would get a chance to speak 
at the baard meeting. He ex- 
plained that the © board 
welcomed any suggestions and 
information 

Mrs. Daisy Adams said she 
called police Thursday because 
Principal Richard Brown 
refused to. “When the police 
arrived, he would not let them 
in the building and tried to 
send them away, telling them 
that everything was under 
contral.” 

“I think the board needs to 
really look into the whole mess 
and do something about it 
There's something wrong when 
the ‘city fathers’ all send their 
children somewhere else to 
school when they get high 
school age."* 

T saw a little girl bleeding 
today with a busted lip and an 
injured nose. Why — do 
authorities at the high schoo! let 
this kind of trouble go on day 
after day and then try to hide 
it?", Mrs. Adams asked. 

Mrs. Ted Navaraez said, 
‘‘My little girl got a broken nose 
today. This kind of stuff has 
been going on for years. The 
principal's sitting behind his 
desk doing nothing and he locks 
himself in his office. 

“Six boys jumped my 
daughter and pushed her down 
the stairs. It’s just like when 
Eddie Meyers got beat up and 
hurt; Brown wanted it kept 
quiet." 

Mrs. Linda Burns com 
mented, “A student came 
running to my house this af. 
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ternoon and told me my 
daughter was getting beat up 

“I telephoned Mr. Brown and 
he told me. everything was 
under control. I found out one of 
your teachers had my daughter 
locked in the room and would 
not let her out.” 

Charles Adams told the 
board, “We have been having 
serious trouble for years. 
Children need to learn 
discipline in school, but this 
year everything at the high 
School has been running wild.” 

“Tam not blaming any race. 
There is good and bad on both 
sides. But the principal is like 
an ostrich. He just pretetids 
nothing is going on,” Adams 
asserted. 

“We need more guards and 
lots of them. We have another 
Vietnam at the high school. We 
also need someone with the 
knowledge to spot trouble and 
sense enough tocall police when 
they are needed. 

“Tam asking you to provide a 
safe education for our children 
and get guards now.” 

A Mrs. Walker told the board, 
“We need to be concerned about 
our grade school. Students 
travel in gangs and beat up on 
the little kids. I saw three fights 
within just a few blocks.” 

“We need school 
ministrators and — board 
members to worry about 
children here, not Granite City 

“Four boys held a girl at 
junior high and cut her hair 
off,” she alleged, concluding. 
“Something must be done to 
protect our children.” 

Mrs. Donna Crook contended 
that former “Supt Riddle was 
asked to resign partly becduse 
he was not a resident of 
Madison. Brown lives in 
Granite City. Why isn’t he asked 
to resign?” 

A high school student said, 
“There are hassles going all the 
time at the school. Why should T 
get suspended for defending 
myself?” 

“Twas at my locker when this 
dude came up from behind and 
pushed me and then I was 
surrounded and could not go 
anywhere."” 

When asked by the board 
president if any blacks were 
suspended, the white student 
replied, “Yes, th

A senior said, ‘Thisis a racial 
problem and there is no way of 
getting around that. More 
guards are only a temporary 
solution. 

“We need to form a com- 
mittee of both blacks and whites 
to openly and freely discuss our 
problems. We need to get to the 
roots of the problem and get this 
problem solved.” 

Mrs. Dixie Reed said, “My 
third grade daughter was 
kicked in the back by high 
school boys and the special, 
police in the van don't do” 
anything but sit and read a 
newspaper. 

“T think the grade schools 
need to be dismissed before the 
high school so that tittle 
children can get home safe.” 

Mrs. Betty Meyer then spoke:

Expanding efforts to 
find missing youths 


The Mlinois Department of 
Law Enforcement will help all 
Illinois police jurisdictions step 
up efforts to locate missing 
youngsters with a juvenile 
officers’ communications 
system throughout Illinois and 
bordering counties in four 
neighboring states. 

Names and limited iden- 
tification of missing persons 
are already circulated 
nationwide ‘through the 
department's Law Enfor- 
cement Agencies Data System 
(LEADS). 

Law Enforcement Director 
Harvey | N, Johnson Jr. said 


Texas, the governor asked me 
todoevervthing possible to help 
make the job of locating 
missing children more effective 
for law enforcement agencies in 
linais. 

“The way we can achieve this 
is to improve the, method of 
dissemination of missing 
juvenile information, so that all 
police departments will be 
made aware.of the facts and can 
join the search. 

“Since the juvenile officer /is 
most likely to deal with/ a 
youngster who has been 
reported missing, we have 
Started to enter detailed 
descriptions of these young 
people in the department's 
Juvenile Officers Information 
File. 

“When a name is entered in 
the file, a letter of notification 
will be sent to the parent. As 
soon as the child is reported 
located, his or her name will be 
purged from the file, and no 
permanent record will 
remain. 

The Department of Law 
Enforcement maintains a 
communications network and 
uniform crime — reporting 
system for 960 separate police 
jurisdictions in Illinois.

Police Frank Dutko spoke over 
a public address system, urging 
all students to either go inside 
the school or go home. 

“Classes will be held today and 
if you do not attend you will be 
counted as absent,"’ he told the 
students. The announcement 
brought no response. 

Inside the building, Madison 
School Supt. John Palcheff and 
the school's principal, Richard 
Brown, conferred to attempt to 
devise an end to the dispute. 

A short time later, Palcheff 
instructed Brown to call the 
school buses to return. “We're 
going to have school for those 
who want to come, and those 
who don’t can go home,” he 
said. 

Four buses arrived and police 
moved the black students inside 
the school’s fence, closing the 
gates behind them. The blacks 
boarded the buses about 10 
minutes later without incident 

But when the buses sped out 
the gate and onto Seventh 
Street, pieces of concrete broke 
window in three vehicles. 

Tow buses had to stop a block 
west of the school when black 
students opened the rear 
emergency exit doors and 
jumped into the street. Officers 
halted white students from 
running down the street to the 
stopped buses. 

The blacks returned to the 
buses and were taken from the 
scene. The crowd then 
dispersed. 

Chester McManaway, 
president of the Madison Board 
of Education, watched much of 
the disturbance from his car, 
parked nearby. John Boyer, a 
board member, was with 
McManaway in the vehicle. 

McManaway commented, 
“We are trying to find out what 
brought this on. Not just the 
surface things, but the un- 
derlying things that have 
brought it to a head.”

Discuss whether to retain 
judicial retention process

Springfield—State Sen. 
Edward McBroom’s unex- 
pected turnabout on the 
question of whether judges 
should be elected has caused a 
stir in’ courthouses throughout 

he state, 

He was the leader of a drive 
last spring to return to the old 
system: whereby judges would 
pe ‘elected against opposition 
2very few years rather ‘thar 
simply be retained as they are 
now in “running on their 
records.”’

So he and State Rep. George 
Ryan ‘decided to appear with 
State Treasurer Alan Dixon and 
former Gov, Richard Ogilvie at 
a Chicago news conference to 
publicly change their position. 

The turnabout was little noted 
because it occured the same 
day as former Vice President 
Agnew’s resignation. However, 
the controversial. sentence 
Agnew received will un- 
doubtedly spark a renewed 
interest in the criminal justice 
system. 

For a decade or more, con- 
servatives have blamed judges 
in general and the Supreme 
Court in particular for ‘per- 


missiveness” in this country. 

Since Illinois judges no longer 
have to run in partisan elec- 
tions, many of them have gone 
soft on the criminals, the 
argument goes. They. are no 
longer accountable to the 
masses of people and therefore 
the masses have lost control of 
one-third of their government, it 
is contended by some people: 

Ifyouask people if they want 
toelect their mayor, they will of 
course answer. ‘“‘yes.”” 
Legislators? Yes. Governor? 
Sure. Judges? Of course. 

Retention has not worked, 
they say, because not a single 
judge has been tossed out of 
office. Each runs as a party 
candidate the first time, but as 
an independent without a ballot 
foe thereafter. 

Some, led by Dixon, have 
charged that returning to a 
system of electing judges would 
result in the ‘bad old days” of a 
political judiciary. 

The say a change would 
return Illinois courts to a 
political battleground where 
incompetents can be rewarded 
for political favors, where 
they give political decisions 
because they must return to 
their county chairman for 
endorsement every few years. 

They say a change would 
retained on merit or rejected on 
lack of merit and they should 
not be retained or defeated in 
the wake of election landslides. 

Judges say privately they are 


in some need of security before 
good candidates will seek the 
office. 

‘Once elected, they must give 
upall their clients. If they know 
they can be easily dumped in a 
landslide, no matter how good 
of a job they have done, then 
good lawyers are less likely to 
want to become judges. 

And, they point out, they no 
longer have any patronage jobs 
at their disposal. So, the 
county chairman isn’t going to 
be too excited about a judge 
running for retention. 

‘The politician who has been in 
a position to help a lot of/people 
could step in and challenge an 
incumbent judge reather easuy, 
they think, if partisan balloting 
resumed. 

So the legislators will 
determine in this fall session 
whether they want to reverse 
their previous action. 

Since the legislature is 
dominated by lawyers, many 
with judicial aspirations, the 
discussion will be lively.

In the midst of questioning 
whether or not Madison County 
should or legally may purchase

week voted to hire an architect 
to design a plan for remodeling 
the first floor and basement of 
the building.

defender’s office. 

The lease now is $1,500 per 
month. The cost of leasing the 
four floors, rather than two, is 
yet to be negotiated. 

Attempts by the board to 
purchase the building in 4972 
were halted by then Assistant 
State’s Attorney Marshall 
“Zeke” Smith, who contended a 
countywide referendum would 
be necessary for the county to 
purchase or build any struc- 
tures. 

A public buildingcommission 
also could have leased the 
building, he contended, but the 
county had no commission at 
the time. 

Assistant State’s Attorney 


Don. Smith’ disputes the . con- 
tention and says the county can 
enter. a leaSe-purchase 
agreement for the former bank 
building. 

Under the plan, rent paid by 
the county would be appliec 
toward the ‘purchase price. 

‘The board hired John Rapp of 
the firm of William L. Flippc 
and A. R. Kampwerth, ar- 
chitects, Alton, ‘to complete 2 
study and floorplan ‘for the first 
floor and basement . . .” 

Flippo was chairman of the 
county’s former _ building 
commission.

Q._ The people in this coun- 
try take for granted that we have 
to have a 5 to 9 percent cost of 
living increase yearly. It seems to 
me that someone could outline a 
program whereby we could 
come to live on a normal pattern 
and end this spiraless, high 
inflation. 

A. In my view, this country, 
this nation, cannot endure with 
the kind of life we have with an 
inflationary rate of between 5 
and 9 percent increase ‘every 
year. And if it keeps up, we're 
going to have more unemploy- 
ment in the long run in this 
nation. We’re going to have a 
harder time getting the things 
that we want and to which we’re 
accustomed. We're going to have 
a tougher time competing in the 
market with other nations. 
We've got to start tightening the 
belt, and that’s what I’ve been 
trying to: do in my own litle 
way right here in Llinois by 
cutting back on the state budget. 
That helps control inflation. 

Q. What do you think about 
the meat prices going up? 

A. I don’t like to see meat 
prices going up. I do want to 
emphasize, however, that far- 
mers are not getting the benefit 
of those soaring meat prices. 
There is one way to control 


what happens to meat prices. 
Through our Hinois Department 


of Agriculture, we can do every- 
thing we can to get more farmers 
to -raise more livestock. The 
more livestock we have, the 
better off we are going to be so 
far as prices are concerned. 
Another thing we are doing is 
trying to get you Some direct tax 
relief out of the General 
Assembly so you'll have a little 
more money to spend on meat. 

Q. How does the Depart- 
ment of Children and Family 
Services handle the children it 
gets? 

A. We are moving the 
Department of Children and 
Family Services in the direction 
away from institutionalization 
of children and toward the 
direction’ of ‘placing more 
children in foster homes. We 
believe that a child is going to 
have a better chance of growing 
up to be a productive citizen if 
he is raised in a home atmos- 
phere, There are some children 
who need the treatment an 
institution offers, but we must 
make certain that children who 
can benefit from a foster home 
do. I'm the father of seven chil- 
dren, and it may seem maudlin 
or old-fashioned to some, but 
not to me to say that.there is no 
substitute for a home and the 
kind of loving care that people 
in a home atmosphere can pro- 
vide for a youngster.

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Sound argument for overriding veto of present bill is that this would 
assure establishment in 1974 of long-needed statewide election board 


The Illinois General Assembly 
should override Gov. Daniel 
Walker's veto of legislation to cre- 
ate a new state elections board. 

Walker contends the bill too se- 
verely limits the governor’s pow- 
er of appointment to the board be- 
cause he would have to make his 
appointments from among per- 
sons nominated by legislative 
leaders. There would be two per- 
sons nominated for each position 
and the governor would have to 
choose one of the two. 

He also objects to the arrange- 
ment whereby tie votes among the 
four-member board would be bro- 
ken by drawing lots. The member 
losing the draw would sit out a 
subsequent vote on the issue; 
thus, in effect, if the two parties 
disagreed on a question before the 
board, the issue would be decided 
by lot. 

Finally, the governor said there 
was no provision to give indepen- 
dents a voice on the board. 

There is some basis for Walk- 
er’s criticism. It does seem unfor- 
tunate that the best way we can 
devise to break ties on such a 
board is by lot, ‘and those people 
who do not claim membership in 
either principal political party 
would be without their separate 
representation. 

Nevertheless, we believe the 
prospect of getfing any better 
elections board proposal is dim. 
The legislature worked for three 
years to come up with a plan that 
could win passage; it’s .highly 
doubtful any alternate proposal 
could be passed this fall. 

Whether Gov. Walker likes it or 
not, the two-party system is a fun- 
damental part of our government 
structure. The parties act as a 
check on each other. They are for- 
mally established and recognized 
by’ law in Illinois, so they do not 


come and go as_ independent 
movements do. The General As- 
sembly is organized along party 
lines, and each leader must have 
massive support from the ranks of 
his own party members in his 
house to win the post. Therefore, 
each legislative leader may well 
represent his political party bet- 
ter than the governor represents 
his party. On this basis, it seems 
to us logical that legislative lead- 
ers are truly well qualified to 
make nominations for the elec- 
tions board. 

If an uneven number of persons 
are appointed to the board, we 
will have either domination by 
one party of appointment of an al- 
leged independent as a swing 
vote. Itseems tous thatitis better 
to have ties bfoken by lot, so nei- 
ther party will consistently get the 
breaks, than to give one party 
dominance on any grounds or for 
any period of time. The common 
definition of an independent in Il- 
linois politics is an individual who 
for any reason does not vote in ei- 
ther party primary for a specified 
period of time, usually a couple of 
years. It is by no means certain 
that such a person would be more 
objective than a member of one of 
the political parties or would bet- 
ter represent non-party members 
on an elections board than a party 
member would. He might con- 
ceivably be on the board just to 
represent the interests of the gov- 
ernor who appointed him. 

With all these uncertainties 
about prospects of getting any 
better board of elections estab- 
lished, and with the necessity for 
getting election machinery in op- 
eration soon for 1974, we believe 
the legislature’s board plan ought 
to be adopted. Therefore, we rec- 
ommend the override of Gov. 
Walker's veto. 


Because state constitution requires that the personal property tax on 
business must end, a non-destructive alternate should be devised soon 


THE Illinois State Chamber of 
Commerce has made a construc- 
tive contribution to an issue which 
must concern the people of Illinois 
and their legislature in the 
months immediately ahead. 

This is modernization and basic 
reform of the tax system in this 
state. 

A comprehensive and well- 
documented two-volume report 
by the State Chamber deals spe- 
cifically with the search for al- 
ternate revenue sources to re- 
place the personal property tax. 

Already abolished for individu- 
als as a result of a U.S. Supreme 
Court decision, the personal tax 
also must be: abolished for busi- 
nesses by Jan. 1, 1979, under pro- 
visions of the new Illinois consti- 
tution adopted in 1970. 

The revenue loss to local gov- 
ernments and school districts 
must be replaced by alternative 
sources. With individuals ex- 
empted by court action, the 
search for alternative revenue 
falls upon business. 

There is in all legislative bodies 
an inherent inclination to pile ad- 
ditional taxes on businesses 
whenever revenue needs become 
critical. This avoids the political 
risk of alienating individual vot- 
ers. 

However, such reasoning is 
basically illogical since any added 
cost of doing business is tradition- 
ally, and often necessarily, 
passed on to the consumer. 

A major factor that must be 
considered by a legislature about 
tax measures is their effect on the 
state’s competitive situation with 
other states. 

In the preface to the report it is 
stated that “It is the State Cham- 
ber’s aim to help further a tax 
system which will preserve and 


enhance the competitive position 
of Illinois as a state in which to do 
business.”” 

This makes good sense since no 
Illinoisan would welcome any tax 
program which would drive capi- 
tal out of the state, restrict busi- 
ness expansion or result in fewer 
job opportunities and increased 
unemployment. 

The report estimates that per- 
sonal tax collections from busi- 
nesses in 1973 will total about $344 
million with the amount to in- 
crease to $555 million by the 1979 
deadline. The Chamber wisely 
urges that to avoid complications 
a tax program be adopted in 1974. 

The study by the Chamber rec- 
ommends that the gap in revenue 
be made up by multiple sources 
rather than by a single source not- 
ing that the latter course would, in 
most cases, require extremely 
high tax rates that would likely 
damage the competitive position 
of Illinois industry. Multiple 
sources enable the impact on in- 
dustry groups to be adjusted in fa- 
vor of desirable economic goals 
for the state as a whole. 


It rules out as prohibitive any 
alternate revenue program 
limited to single increases in any 
area including the present cor- 
Porate income tax rate; current 
sales and use tax or extension of 
this tax to a broad range of ser- 
vices; or an increase or broaden- 
ing of the presently extremely 
limited gross receipts tax. 


The Chamber’s study offers 


‘many new and stimulating’ ideas 


and merits careful study by the 
legislature and the individual citi- 
zen and taxpayer as well. It 
focuses constructive attention on 
a problem that cannot be ignored 
and must soon be resolved.

So feels the Committee for 
Legislative Reform, 4, non- 
partisan citizens’ group: that 
is seeking to put.on the No- 
vember, 1974 ballot a proposal 
for a constitutional. amend- 
ment to reduce the size of the 
House to.118 members and do 
away .with the state’s three- 
member districts and method 
of cumulative voting in favor 
of smaller, single-member 
districts. 


Robert W. Bergstrom, a 
Chicago attorney, is chair- 
man of the committee, and he 
has no doubt the proposal will 
go on the ballot and little 
doubt it will pass. 

Bergstrom answered ques- 
tions about the proposal in a 
recent interview in Chicago. 


Q. What is wrong with the 
House as it is? 

A. One is that the House is 
too big, that it doesn’t work 
because it’s too big. 

Now, I can ‘quote people on 
all sides of the political spec- 
trum to that effect. Lt. Gov. 
Paul Simon spoke before the 
(1970 Constitutional) conven- 
tion, and he said it seemed to 
him that the House worked 
much better when it. was 153 
instead of 177. : 

I sat in with a business com- 
mittee in 1970 and was 
astounded to find they felt 
practically the same way and 
that they felt some kind of 
threshold had “been passed 
when they made that last 
jump and the quality of the 
House as a legislative body 
went down out of all propor- 
tion to that increase. 

It relates back to the lack of 
responsiveness and responsi- 
bility, voter accountability on 
behalf of their representa- 
tives. When a minority can 
sneak into a majority posi- 
tion, there’s obviously not ac- 
countability to the voters, but 
it can be in more subtle 
ways. ... 


Q. How would the commit- 
tee’s proposals correct these 
problems? 

A. If you have one candidate 
against one candidate, as you 
would have in our districts, 
and that candidate is an in- 
cumbent that everyone is fed 
up with, they'll vote him down 
and they’ll vote his opponent 
into office.

“You have the existing 59 
legislative districts and if you 
then divided them into two 
representative ts, you 
would have 118, which is very 
close to the‘ Constitutional 
Convention pattern. And that 
is the amendment that we are 


proposing. 

We are proposing that the 
Senate remain at 59 and ... 
whatever 59 senatorial dis- 
tricts there are will be divided 
into halves on.a_ population 
basis and create 118 represen- 
tatives districts. ' 


Q. What side effects would 
reducing the size of the House 
have? 

A. Making the House small- 
er would‘have a number of de- 
sirable consequences. One is 
that the coming thing seems 
to be to equip legislators with 
staff. ... The fact is, of course, 
if you cut the size of the legis- 
lature, these innovations ... 
will not‘be as expensive as 
they would be with the huge 
number of legislators we'd 
otherwise have. ... 

When you cut the House by 
a third, you will make obvious 
tax savings, whether under 
existing expenditures or un- 
der contemplated expendi- 
ture.

Q If this proposal passes, 
how much will the change dis- 
Tupt.the.

‘Among the opponents of the 
proposal t6 do away with 
cumulative voting and multi- 
member districts is state Rep. 
Joseph Lundy, D-Chicago. 

Although a majority candi- 
date from a heavily Demo- 
cratic district in Chicago, 
Lundy opposes the change on 
the grounds that the present 
system ensures minority rep- 
resentation in the House of 
Representatives. 

Lundy explained his posi- 
tion in an interview, 


Q. Exactly why do you op- 
pose the proposal of the Com- 
mittee for Legislative Reform 
to do away with cumulative 
voting and multimember dis- 
tricts in Dlinois? 

A. I think that system has 
brought Illinois voters and 
citizens tremendous advan- 
tages which citizens of no 

~other state have. 

The advantages are that 
cumulative voting and multi- 
member districts encourages 
independent — and by that, I 
mean non-party-controlled — 
candidates to run, and it al- 
lows them to win. It allows 
many independent represen- 
tatives to win who could not 
win without cumulative 
voting. 

The second thing it does is 
provide minority representa- 
tion. By that, I mean, even in 
a district which is over- 
whelmingly dominated by one 
party, the minority party still 
has representation, still has a 
public official to whom those 


minority party people can go 
and feel that they have some- 
body to talk to, a source of in- 
formation, some contact with 
government. 

Ina single-member district, 
the only people who are really 
represented are the victorious 
Majority, the people who elect 
their’man. 


Q. Robert Bergstrom, head 
of the Committee for Legisla- 
tive Refotm, has charged that 
cumulative voting results in 
lack of representation for the 
majority. How would you re- 
spond to that charge? 

A. I think that’s demon- 
strably not true. 

What cumulative voting 
does do is give both the mi- 
nority and the majority repre- 
sentation, and it still pre- 
serves the majority’s right to 
greater representation by 
having two majority repre- 
sentatives and one minority 
representative. ... 


Q. What about those cases 
where, by some fluke in 
cumulating, two minority 
representatives are elected? 


A, That is true, but I don’t 
think you can base opposition 
to a system on what happens 
when there is a fluke. 

You can have flukes under 
any system. For example, 
with single-member districts, 
you could still have a repre- 
sentative elected who did not 
represent a majority of people 
in the district. If you had three 
or four candidates running, 
conceivably, a candidate with 
only 25 per cent or 30 per cent 
of the vote could be elected. 


Q. Do you think the voters 
understand how to use cumu- 
lative voting to get the results 
they want? 

A. No, I think of all the criti- 
cisms that can be made of 
cumulative voting, that the 
difficulty of explaining it to 
voters is probably the most 
difficult to meet. Cumulative 
voting is hard for voters to un- 
derstand. I've canvassed 
enough precincts myself to 
know that that is true. 


Q. Do you think the House 
works well at its present size? 

A. No, I think the House 
could be smaller, although I 
don’t think that size is any 
necessary measure of effi- 
ciency or of democratic func- 
tioning. For example, I think 


the House, as big as it is, is far 
more democratic than the 
Senate, which ‘is only one- 
third its size. I think it is alsoa 
far more representative body 
than the Senate, which is 
made up of essentially single- 
member district people ... so 
I don’t think size alone is,any 
measure. 

I think both the House and 
Senate could stand to be re- 
duced in size, frankly. 


Q. Are there some changes 
you would recommend in the 
Legislature, then? 

A. 1 think if the people who 
criticize the House are so con- 
vinced that it ought to be re- 
duced in size that they are 
willing to endanger. our 
unique system for guarantee- 
ing minority representation, 
then I think the way to go at 
the problem of ‘reducing the 
size of the House is to reduce 
both the House and the Senate 
by simply ... reducing the 
number of districts in the 
state of Illinois. 

We've got 59, we don’t need 
59. We could probably go with 
49 or maybe even 39, and that 
would reduce the size of both 
the House and Senate at the 
same time. 


Q. Might those districts be 
too large for a meaningful 
relationship between the 
voter and the representative? 

A. No, I don’t think so. I 
think at the present time, both 
senators and representatives 
represent about 180,000 peo- 
ple. You could eliminate, say, 
ten districts ... and I don't 
think you would noticeably in- 
crease the burden of the rep- 
resentatives and senators. 
The difference between 
180,000 and, say, 210,000, or 
whatever it would be under 
the new system, just isn’t that 
great. 


Q. Mr. Bergstrom claims 
the proposed change wouldn't 
disrupt the legislative or elec- 
toral system. Do you agree 
with that? 

A. I don’t think they (the 
changes) would disrupt the 
representative system. 

I think they would certainly 
cause a lot of dislocations 
politically. I'm not sure that’s 
a bad thing. 

I don’t see that as a real 
criticism of the amendment, 
that it would be disruptive. To 
me, what’s wrong with it is 
that it would destroy a very 
unique and a very useful sys- 
tem. ‘ 


Illinois fighting abuse of children 


A southern Illinois father 
recently crept into his 13- 
year-old daughter’s room 
while she slept. He quietly 
dribbled gasoline over the 
bedclothes. Suddenly, with a 
single match, he set the entire 
room ablaze. 

The child suffered extensive 
burns. She is permanently 
disfigured. Her father report- 
edly was punishing her for 
suspected sexual misbe- 
havior. 

Another young father be- 
came enraged when his 
daughter refused to go to bed 
one evening. He retaliated by 
throwing acid in her face. 

These are actual cases of 
child abuse reported to the 
Dlinois Department of Chil- 
dren and Family Services 
(DCFS) during the last year. 
Granted they are extreme 
cases, but nevertheless they 
represent a growing state and 
national phenomenon — bat- 
tered and abused children at 
the hands of their parents. 

Last year, 1,160 cases of 
suspected \abuse were re- 
ported to the DCF'S. That may 
not seem like many for a state 
with a population approach- 
ing 11 million. But the figure 


represents a 39 per cent in-” 


crease over the number of 
cases reported the previous 


ar. 
* Dulag July of this year, the 
department received 126 com- 
plaints statewide, the highest 
number on record since the 


‘And the sad part of the 
situation is that DCFS offi- 
cials are convinced that the 
number of unreported ‘child 
abuse cases far exceeds — 
perhaps three or four times — 
the number of reported cases. 

Why the sudden increase in 
abuse or at least in reporting 
it? 

“Our experience has been 


“that every time something ap- 


pears in the news media on 

child abuse we receive an up- 

surge of calls and com- 

plaints,” explained Donald

Schlosser suggested that re- 
cent publicity on abuse sus- 
tained by Illinois wards 
placed in out-of-state institu- 
tions may be one reason for 


the current rise in reported 
abuse. 

“But the increase is nation- 
wide which seems to suggest 
some other reason for the 
child abuse phenomenon,” 


* Schlosser said. 


With the recent passage of 
legislation in the General As- 
sembly relating to child 
abuse, DCFS officials are an- 
ticipating a substantial in- 
crease in the number of re- 
ported cases this year. 

Under the Child Abuse act 
of 1965, the only persons re- 
quired to report suspected 
abuse were physicians, sur- 
geons, chiropractors, 
podidtrists or Christian Sci- 
ence practitioners. 

The new laws already 
signed by Gov. Daniel Walker 
expand those required to re- 
port abuse to include school- 
teachers, school administra- 
tors, directors and staff assis- 
tants at nursery school or day- 
care centers, law enforce- 
ment officers and registered 
social workers. 

Schlosser said these per- 
sons in the past have shied 
away from reporting abuse 
for fear of civil lawsuits. The 
new law would protect them 
from such action. 

At this point it should be 
noted that DCFS figures on 
reported child abuse reflect 
only those calls from persons 
who are required by law to re- 
port suspected mistreatment. 
Accurate records are not 
available on calls from pri- 
vate citizens though most, 
even if anonymous are fol- 
lowed up by the department. 

DCFS figures indicate that 
most cases of abuse occur in 
Chicago primarily among 
families of relatively low eco- 
nomic status. 

But Schlosser maintains the 
figures are deceiving. . 

For one thing, he said pri- 
vate physicians, to whom 
most middle and upper class 
parents take their children for 
medical treatment, tend to be 
reluctant ‘about reporting 
abuse. On the other hand, 
families forced to use 
sonal public clinics 
pital emergency rogms for 
lack of money, are more like- 
ly to find themselves, re- 
ported. 


same clinic or emergency 
room when ever possible, 

The most frequent type of 
abuse reported to DCFS in- 
volves beating, usually about 
the head. Fractures result in 
at least seven per cent of the 
cases. + 

Neglect accounts for 5% per 
cent of the cases, malnutri- 
tion, 5 per cent, burns, five 
per cent, and sexual abuse 
about 5 per cent. 

Seventeen per cent Of those 
cases reported last year in- 
volved multiple types of abuse 
which Schlosser said often 
Suggests a serious disorder 
among the parents. 

Despite the law requiring 
medical personnel to report 
sispected abuse, Schlosser 
said many do not. It is a med- 
ical judgment and often diffi- 
cult to diagnose, he explained. 
Parents aren't willing to ad- 
mit abuse and often disguise it 
with bizarre tales of accident- 
prone children. 

In addition, Schlosser said 
there is no real punishment 
for those medical personnel 
who fail to report abuse. 

Finally most abused chil- 
dren aren't able to talk or 
complain about mistreat- 
ment. The majority are from 
6 months to 3 years old: 

Psychologists and 
sociologists have yet to pin- 
point a definite personality 
pattern associated with child 
beating. But a consensus lists 
the following common char- 
acteristics: 

— Parents who abuse chil- 
dren often suffered abuse 
from their own parents. They 
apparently believe it'to be ac- 
ceptable behavior; 

— Most child beaters have 
an extremely low impulse 
level. Though mature adults 
they tend toreact under stress 
as a child might. They often 
view the child as the aggres- 
sor. 
— There is a definite cor- 
relation between family in- 
stability. and child abuse. In 
Many cases one parent) will 
view the child as the direct 
cause of marital problems. 

a , there is reason to 
believe that economic status, 
the pressures of indebtedness 
or poverty may cause a per- 
Son to commit ahuse as an 
‘outlet for frustration. (Chil: 
dren rarely hit back.) 

DCFS figures indicate 


mothers are the most com- 
mon abusers. Thirty-five per 
cent of the cases investigated 
last year involved the adult 
female member of the family. 
Next on the list were fathers, 
18 per cent. 

Both parents were involved 
in 5 per cent of the reported 
cases. Stepparents accounted 
for 5 per cent; baby sitters, 4.5 
per cent; siblings, .7 per cent 
and other relatives, 3.5. per 
cent. In many cases it is never 
determined who inflicted the 
injury. 

Generally more boys than 
girls are physically abused, 
perhaps because boys tend to 
be more aggressive. 

Last year out of 1,160 re- 
ported cases of abuse some 
125 children or about 20.5 per 
cent were removed from their 
natural homes and placed in 
foster homes or institutions. 

In most_cases, unless the 
child died or required pro- 
longed hospitalization, the 
parents were not charged 
with a criminal’ violation. 
Schlosser said it is the intent 
of the department to ‘‘shore 
up family relations” rather 
than break a family apart. 
But even if criminal prosecu- 
tion were appropriate, Schlos- 
ser said it is difficult to find 
siblings or relatives willing to 
swear out a complaint, 

Though DCFS offers exten- 

“sive services designed to aid 
and help both abusers and po- 
tential abusers, at least one 
national organization on the 
subject has shown an interest 
in obtaining membership in 
Dinois, 

It is called Parents Anony- 
mous. Membership is on a

voluntary basis and includes 
parents who are aware of 
their problem and believe 
talking with others. with the 
same problem might help 
them. 

Last year the federal gov- 
ernment spent some $500,000 
to study juvenile mistreat- 
ment. But most psychologists 
believe that is a mere drop in 
the bucket compared to what 
should be spent on the grow- 
ing problem. 

Sen. Hubert Humphrey, D- 
Minn., has introduced legisla- 
tion authorizing the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education 
and Welfare to spend some $60 
million in grants over a three- 
year period on child abuse. 


If passed and signed inte 
law, the bill would train pro- 
fessionals in the techniques of 
child abuse treatment and 
prevention as well as provide 
funds to heighten public 
awareness on the problem. 
The measure also calls for the 
establishment of a central 
registry to coordinate state- 
wide efforts on abuse and on a 
national child abuse data 
bank to determine the best 
means available of treating 
the problem. 


Last year Illinois spent $86 
million to. fund the Depart- 
ment of Children and Family 
Services. 

But whatever, one thing re- 
mains a fact — child abuse 
nationwide is increasing at an 
alarming rate and no one for 
sure knows why. And without 
public awareness and volun- 
tary involvement, the trend 
seems almost certain to con- 
tinue.

Average date of the first 
killing frost in Madison County 
is Oct. 20. A frost always brings 
several questions about frosted 
crops. pie 

Forage sorghums, sorghu 
sudangrass - hybrids an 
sudangrass may be grazed 
following a frost after the 
vegetation had dried, if the crop 
was safe to graze before frost, 
For safe use, sudangrass should 
be at least 18 inches tall; 
sorghum-sudangrass ~~ hybrids, 
24 inches. 

Prussic acid may build up in 
freshly. frosted sorghums, The 
acid is lost from plant tissues as 
they dry, makin dried forage 


safe for feeding. 
Ensiled forages’ with a high 
level of prussic acid “are con- 


sidered safe because of the 
uper wee PTT UT LUT Re US amous brand Name Sota Servis ooo amegeticarinl 
5 feeding operations. Also, when 
the entire plant is harvested, 
there is less risk of a high 
concentration of prussic acid: 
because the older plant parts 
are mixed with the younger 
*ones. 

Prussic acid problems are not 
associated with alfalfa, clovers 
and hay grasses. They still 
make good pasture after frost. 

Some slight | digestive 
disturbances may occur among 
grazing animals eating freshly 
frosted legumes. The problem is 
minor, so there is little concern 
about pasturing frosted 
legumes. 

A late October to early 
November harvest of alfalfa 
may be made. However, if the. 
fall is wet, as in 1972, it is best 
not to take the late fall cut. 
Severe heaving was ex- 

enced last year where the 
fields were cut or grazed late 
into the fall. 

Grasses may be grazed after 
frost and through the fall 
months if they are not grazed to 
less than a 3 to 4 inch stubble. 

Corn and soybeans planted 
late may be in danger of frost 
damage.

Ask disclosure of land trusts 


Gov. Dan Walker submitted a 
land trust disclosure bill to the 
special session of the 78th 
General Assembly last week. 


It would require public 
disclosure of the beneficiaries 
and beneficial interests of every 
land trust. Each beneficiary's 
name, residence address and 
nature of beneficial interest and 
the age of minor beneficiaries 
would be included. 


Disclosure would be made at 
the time of recording any 
conveyance to or from the trust. 
For trusts: in existence, 
disclosure would be made 
within 90 days after the pro- 
posed law went into effect. 


Changes in the names or 
addresses of beneficiaries or in 
the nature of the beneficial 
interest would be disclosed 
within 15 days of the changes. 


Both trustees and 
veneficiaries would be held 
liable for making the in- 


formation public. Each could be 
fined $1,000 for failing to comply 
and each would be subject to 
court order forcing compliance 
under penalty of being held in 
contempt of court. 

Transfers or mortgages of 
property held in rust could not 
be recorded until disclosure was 
made. Court claims on behalf of 
the trust would not be main- 
tained unless the disclosure had 
been made. 

The disclasure would be filed 
with county clerk, recorder of 
deeds. or registrar of titles, 
whichever was appropriate. 

Gov. Walker said, ‘‘At 
present, no highway, no site for 
a public bulding, no acquisition 
of property for any reason can 
be above suspicion. In fact, 
many such acquisitions are the 
subject of suspicion which 
obscures the real need for the 
building or land. 

“Historically, land tran- 
sactions have been a matter of 
public record, There is no valid 
purpose in concealing the true 
owners of land held in trust.
